Refugee Camps Along the 
Ohio River Threatened 
by Danger of an 
Epidemic 


CAIRO, 111., April 8.— That small- 
pox is breaking out among flood ref­ 
u g e s iii tho hills and adding to the 
suffering caused by the flood was 
the report brought back by A djutant 
Cen era I Frank S. Dickson of Illinois.

hour's trip- up the Ohio river1 as far 
as Shawneetown.

Shawneetowu, General Dickson said 
that the situation was desperate, not. 
only from the presence of from fif- 
teen to twenty-five feet of water hut 
from the smallpox threatening the 
refugee camps on the hills. Dickson 
wired Dr. Westervelt of the Illinois 
state board of health to go at once 
to Shawneetown with vaccine points. 


Dirkson found the refugees in des- 


titute circumstances on the hills. He 
gave them a week's 
rations, tents 


and blankets.
